fused to allow him to completa his contract. ‘In 
two yanrs, up to the summer of 1835, he received, 
aq T am informed, fully $150,000 from the Go- 
vernmont to be expended on! the firtifioations, 
Lustead of applying it for those purposes he ba- 
an a lifo of rich and racy dissipation. Evary- 
(hing about him was of a gorgeous description, 
and as‘long os the monay lasted atl went woll, 
Not contont with stockiog up a sort of a harem 
of his own, ha went to the Houxkong Hotel ao- 
Loompanied-by-o-notorions-woma:,but-he-and bi 
charmer were unceremoniously turned out of tha 
door.

POLITICS AT PEKING.

A correspondent, who possosses oxceptional | 


sources of information, writing from Peking 
under date July 23rd, says:—The situation gono- 
rallys'is interesting. In the front: row of per- 
formers are the Viceroy 
Marquis Taéng, Sir Robert Hart, the French 
Minister, with nameless occult forees behind 
them. The Marqnis is the most interesting of 


the=group=becanse of hig-Buropean-reputation- 


lis speeches to the fussy Mayor of Folkestone 
and correspondence with the Anti-Opium So- 
ciety have given him tho reputation of a great 
and philanthropic ‘statesman, to whort all eyes 
ave naturally turned. His article in the Asiatic 
Quarterly tew has been acespled as s par- 
sonal and national manifesto, and the author as 
bean regurded as the coming man, Sinoe his 
arrival in Peking he has been place & posi- 
“tion of great infinance, and he is not only 6 
favourite at Court, but the most courageous 
Minister of the Tsung-li Yamén. He makes his 
powor-folt, but so far. as can be gathered his 
chief motive is personal considerations, The 
Marquiahas many scores.to pay off. Two of his 
enemies—as’ lia enpposss—ara the Inspector. 
General of Customs and Li Chung-tang. “He 
counct forgive them for succeeding where he 
failed: Nor can “ho easily forgive the Vicoroy 
hie raputed wealth. Not that the Marquis is 
avaricions, but be desiderates the political power 
which money would give him. “In his action at 
the Yamén, the: Marquis is constantly putting 
* spokes in the Vicoroy’s wheel.. The effect is 
irritating, but scarcely moro, and the Marquis 
seems to be frittering away hiy power and his 
- reputation bya kind of guorilla warfare. Against 
the Inspector-General tha Marquis has twop 
cipal grievances—the conclusion of peace vith 
France against the Marquis's protests, and the 
arrangement with Portugal about Macao. The 
Portuguese Minister ia-now here, and the Mar- 
quis is to be depated to conduot the nugotictions 
concerning Macao, which will afford him an opy 
portunity of giving Sir B. Hart a side thrust, 
© Marquis has been paying great court to M. 
Conatans; whom he fancied ha was using against 
‘Li, but. of coarsa the French. Ministor was twiat- 
ing the Marquis round his finger. One of the 
Marquis’s weaknenses is his fonduess for low 
company among foreigners: he chooses his con- 
fidanis with a curious disregard ef praprioty. 
He, however, begins to feel tha need of some: 
thing more respectable, and as it is not easy to 
obtain ihe assistance of a foreigner who will be 
“at once trustworthy and servile, the Marquis has
